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An Almshouse, | 


Dr. Aven Suggests 


By WILLARD COPE, 

The probability that Fulton county need not maintain an 
almshouse—if the county and state will provide adequately 
for taking part in established federal assistance programs— 
was raised yesterday by Dr. Carl C. Aven, president of the 


Social Planning Council. 

Analyzing present provisions, in 
the light of proposals to purchase 
a new site and spend possibly 
$150,000 upon a successor to the 
existing north side almshouse, Dr. 
Aven declared: 

“It raises a question as to 
whether we should not consider 
increasing our grants for old-age 
assistance, and care for our old 
people in homes of their own 
choosing rather than invest addi- 
tional money in a new almshouse.” 

The average old-age assistance 
grant in Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties is now $12.48. 

Grant “Not Sufficient.” 

“This is obviously not suffi- 
cient,” he declared, “to guarantee 
good care for an aged person in 
@ private home. However, the fed- 
eral government will match old- 
age assistance grants up to $40 a 
month. In Georgia the state pays 
45 per cent of such grants and the 
individual counties five per cent.” 

It was learned from records of 
the Fulton County Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare, whose tax millage was 
reduced this year effecting a total 
reduction of an estimated $75,000, 
that the board now has pending 
$602 applications for assistance 
which it cannot approve for lack 
of funds. 

These applications deal with 
6.995 aged persons, 230 blind per- 
sons and 2,377 dependent children. 
This is more than double the num- 
ber for whom the board has been 
@ble to make provision. 

In addition, the board has been 
reduced to broadcasting an appeal 
for gifts of castoff shoes to pro- 
vide for 5,000 adults and 2,500 
children who otherwise may be 
barefoot this winter. 

New Cases Unaccepted. 

Since the present state govern- 
mental administration took over in 
January, it was learned, no new 
cases of aid to dependent children 
have been acceptéd by the State 
Department of Public Welfare. 

“If it were possible to submit 
new applications,” Albert Gossett, 
chairman of the Fulton Board of 
Public Welfare, said, “between 
$3,000 and $4,000 could be releas-

ed for applicants eligible for direct 
relief. 

The aid-to-dependent-children 
cases represent the most construc- 
tive work which is now being 
done by this department.” 


Dr. Aven revealed that a study 
of the almshouse inmates made by 
the council in 1939 backed up rec- 
ommendations of the Reed survey 
that efforts should be made to use 
old-age and blind assistance to se- 
cure care in private homes for 
many of the inmates and that 
those needing infirmary care 
should be provided for in an insti- 
tution for the chronically ill and 
the incurables to be operated in 
conjunction with Grady hospital. 

Many 65 or Older. 

“Of the 182 persons being cared 
for in the almshouse in 1939,” he 
said, “117 were 65 year: of age 
or older. Assuming that in ac- 
cordance with state law no one 
was admitted unless certified as 
being in need by the Fulton Coun- 
ty Department of Public Welfare, 
this would mean that these 117 
persOns were probably eligible to 
old-age assistance under provi- 
sions of the social security act. 
An additional group of four per- 


sons in the almshouse was prob- 


ably eligible for aid to the blind. 


“Since the social security act 
specifies that such assistance, aid 
to the blind and t» the aged, may 
not be given inmates of a public 
institution, a logical step would 
be to exert eevry effort to secure 
such aid in order that plans for 
those eligible could be cared for 
in private homes or with rela- 
tives. 

Medical Care Required. 

“Our survey indicated that ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the in- 
mates were partially or wholly in- 
capacitated and required medical 
care. Many of the others, due to 
their advanced age, might have 
been expected to require such at- 
tention at any time. -For such 
cases, care in an infirmary oper- 
ated in connection with Grady 
hospital as a part of the proposed 
Hospital. Center seems the only 
logical step.” 

“This left- only approximately 
one-fourth of the inmates for 
whom the almshouse might con- 
ceivably be the only solution. 
Even here, the needs of these per- 
sons should be carefully studied 
in order to determine what type 
of care is indicated for them. In 
other words, the needs of the 
almshouse inmates should be 
analyzed and used as a guide for 
any further plans made by the 
county for their care.”

Bid for Defense 
Highway Cash 


State Road Department 
Prepares Policy by 
Starting Surveys. 


A policy by which Georgia may 
be one of the first states in the 
nation to receive special federal 
appropriations for defense roads 
was instituted yesterday by the 
State Highway Department. 

This policy will be to make sur- 
veys now and have the projects 
all ready when and if federal 
money is made available. 


The first of these surveys will 
be started in Macon, which yes- | 
terday sent a delegation to the 
capitol to urge that defense roads 
be constructed in this area to ac-| 
commodate the extra flow of traf- 
fic brought on by construction of 
numerous defense projects. 

A bill already has passed the 
lower house of congress setting 
up approximately $150,000,000 for 
defense roads. If this bill passes 
and is signed by the President, 
Georgia would have to put up only 
25 per cent of the funds necessary 
for defense road projects. In the 
case of defense access roads the 
state would have to put up noth- 
ing at all, highway officials ex- 
plained. 

The Governor told the delega- 
tion he had found that those states 
that were all ready to go when 
federal funds finally were released 
were the first to get the money. 
Chairman W. E. Wilburn, of the 
Highway Board, said he would put 
men to work surveying the pro- 
posed Macon project as soon as 
possible.

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What It Means 


Despite three direct appeals by President 
Roosevelt, John L. Lewis, leader of the United 
Mine Workers, has refused to call off the new 
strike of miners working in what are known 
as the “captive mines.” Apparently that strike 
is going ahead, regardless of how it may ham- 
string the American defense effort and the 
‘life or death struggle of the free nations against 
the Nazis. 

Passing, for the time being, the question 
of arrogance involved in the Lewis attitude, it 
might be well to analyze just how serious a 
blow to the national safety a prolonged strike 
in these mines would be. 

“Captive mines” are mines owned and op- 
erated by the steel companies, by some rail- 
roads and by a few power companies. They 
‘produce special types of coal needed by the in- 
dustries and have been bought in order to as- 
sure a continuous and economical supply of 
this particular coal. 

This coal, as it affects steel, is needed, after 
it has been made into coke, as a fuel in blast 
furnaces to make pig iron. Without pig iron, 
steel cannot be made. 

The companies owning and operating these 
mines produce about 80 per cent of the steel 
used by the defense industries. Without steel 
there can be no army, navy or any other form 
of armed defense. Fifteen times as much steel 
is used in defense industry as all other metals 
combined. : 

Of all the coal used in making steel, 60,- 
000,000 tons annually comes from these “cap- 
tive mines,” and only 2,000,000 tons from other 
minés. 

It is reported the steel companies have on 
hand a reserve of coal sufficient to continue 
operations for about 30 days. Thus, if the 
strike Lewis has ordered is not over in that 
time, it simply means the.production of steel, 
for defense and other needs, will tease. 

Since the first of this year, shutdowns and 
strikes in steel mills have cut production by 
an estimated 1,000,000 net tons. Just to pic- 
ture the result, that amount of steel would 
make 1,000 cruisers for the United States Navy. 

Thus the new “captive mines” strike, called 
by the fuehrer of the United Mine Workers, 
means, in cold fact, that, unless it is halted 
within 30 days, the United States will have to 
stop the manufacture of tanks, planes, naval 
and cargo vessels, armor plate, armored cars, 
rifles, anti-tank guns, machine guns, field 
kitchens, shells and many other essentials for 
an armed force. 

It is inconceivable that the bulk of the rank 
and file members of the United Mine Workers, 
‘a CIO organization, are so blind, or so disloyal, 
they would thus imperil America’s safety and 
the freedom of all men, all over the world. 

That this rank and file is not in sympathy 
with Lewis’ aims is proven by recent strikes in 
other mines which have been caused by an at- 
tempt by Lewis and his lieutenants to increase 
the rate of union dues. 

The point at issue with the mine operators 
is the closed shop. Lewis demands that all 
workers in these mines must belong to his 
union, or lose their jobs. There is no issue of 
_ wage rate or conditions of labor involved. 

It is simply that Lewis wants to tighten 
his grip on the mine workers by making it im- 
possible for any of them to work at their trade 
until after they have joined his union and only 
as long as they keep up regular payment of 
dues. 

Approximately three-fourths of the Ameri- 
can public, as shown in Gallup polls, is op-. 
posed to this so-called “union shop” plan. 
Meanwhile, so powerful has become this union 
form of government in the United States, Lewis 
Gefies even the White House. 

It is time the higher authority, the nation 
itself through its representatives, tells such 
power-gorged autocrats as John Lewis there 
shall be no further interference with the de- 
fense program, that they can no longer use the 
national emergency as a club to bludgeon 
greater power for themselves.

The address 
is 10 Rockefeller Plaza, New York. 

Sea Power devotes a 13-page section of text 
and photographs to a survey of the fleet. Be- 
ginning with the historic meeting between 
Winston Churchill and President Roosevelt 
aboard a United States cruiser it traces the 
events leading up to the moment when the 
Atlantic fleet was ordered into action. Then, 
starting with the smallest, fastest, newest of 
the Navy’s combat boats—the “mosquito” fleet 
—it details the facts about each fighting unit 
of the Navy. | 

Sea Power reveals that although subma- 
rines are the smallest of the Navy’s deep-water 
ships they can stay at sea just as long and 
travel just as far, or farther than, the biggest; 
that our newest “tin cans,” or destroyers, have 
enormously powerful engines which generate 
50,000 horsepower and zip them along at a 
speed of better than 39 knots; that U. S. 
cruisers age the fastest in any navy; that all 
American aircraft carriers have motion picture 
cameramen aboard to take slow motion pic- 


_ tures of all takeoffs and landings in order that 


a permanent record may be had of possible 
accidents and the causes of the accidents de- 
termined and eliminated; and that the 16-inch 
guns of our “battle wagons” weigh 125 tons 
yet are built with such precision that they op- 
erate with the smoothness and accuracy of a 
fine timepiece. 

Such information should be of primary im- 
portance to every alert and loyal American 
citizen today. For it is upon just these vessels, 
and the new ones which must be built without 
delay from any cause, the safety of America 
today depends.

Atlanta’s Community Fund campaign ‘of 
1941 is showing rapid progress. After one week 
of active work by the army of volunteer work- 
ers, the proportion of the desired quota which 
has been given or pledged is sufficiently high 
to permit optimistic belief that the full amount, 
and more, will soon be raised.

With a membership of 41 schools and colleges, 
the Southern University Conference met at Bir- 
mingham and promptly answered Governor Tal- 
madge’s recent removal of Dean Walter D. Cock- 
ing, of the University of Georgia, by dropping 
the school from its ranks. The conference held 
the ouster to be a “clear case of political inter- 
ference without due and reasonable notice and 
upon charges which are not substantiated.” 

The action of the conference is not surprising 
to the people of this state, for the Governor’s re- 
moval of Dean Cocking was unwarranted and 
based entirely upon false charges promptly upheld 
by Governor Talmadge’s political stooges, the re- 
vamped Board of hegents.

though a politically incongruous 
situation seems to be created by the action of President Roosevelt 
and National Democratic Chairman Edward J. Flynn in indorsing 


opposing candidates in the New York City mayoralty election, actu-, 


ally there is nothing about the incident to create surprise or break 
a precedent. 

Mr. Roosevelt, who will probably go down in history as one of 
the most independent political-minded chief executives the nation 
has ever had, has often done pretty much the same thing before. 
It is not that he wears his party label loosely, but rather that he 
co a different set of values more in keeping with the fitness of 
things. 

Neither does it mean that any ruffled feelings exist between 
him and his personally selected national party chairman who, on 
the surface, would seem to be working at cross purposes with the 
President. The same thing happened at the last New York mayor- 
alty election four years ago when Mr. Roosevelt indorsed Mayor 
LaGuardia, while the then Democratic national committeeman, 
James A, Farley, was openly working for the party’s own candidate. 

In again expressing a preference 


FEELING OF LOYALTY 
for Mayor LaGuardia over the 


Tammany-supported candidate, District Attorney William O'Dwyer, 
the Democratic nominee, the President was guided by a number 
of considerations. Not the least of these was the feeling of loyalty 
he must hold for the cantankerous but brilliant little New York 
executive for the consistent support he has given Mr. Roosevelt and 
the New Deal. Though nominally a Republican and owing his past 
two elections to G. O. P. support, plus a split in New York City 
Democratic ranks, the “Little Flower,” as the literal translation of 
his first name (Fiorello) means in English, did not hesitate to open- 
lye espouse the cause of the Demodcratic presidential ticket in the 
1940 campaign. 

The President probably feels also that LaGuardia needs White 
House support now more than in the past. After being out of power 
for eight years, Tammany Hall, the ancient Democratic organiza- 
tion, is showing signs of coming into its own again. For one thing, 
it has put up a particularly strong candidate this year in District 
Attorney O’Dwyer. A close race had been foreshadowed, although 
recent polls give the edge to LaGuardia. 


NO LOVE FOR TAMMANY There has been no love lost be- 

tween Mr. Roosevelt and Tam- 
many since he first became a candidate for President. Under the 
domination of Al Smith, the Wigwam did everything it could to 
defeat his nomination at the Chicago convention in 1932. It was 
responsible for the large New York state delegation giving him only 
28% votes to former Governor Smith’s 65% in the balloting over 
the nomination, despite the fact that Mr. Roosevelt was then the 
governor of the state and the acknowledged leading candidate of 
his party. 

Another reason the President favors LaGuardia is that he sin- 
cerely believes, as he stated in his recent indorsement of the mayor’s 
third-term candidacy, that he has given the city a more honest and 
more efficient administration than any other mayor in his recol- 
lection, 

Still another factor figuring in the situation, however, is that 
the defeat of LaGuardia, one of the strongest defenders of the 
administration’s foreign policy and long a bitter critic of Nazi 
methods, might be interpreted abroad at least as a blow to our 
British aid efforts. 


FOREIGN POLICY ISSUE The foreign policy issue has not 

: been raised between the mayor 
and District Attorney O’Dwyer, but color of its presence has been 
introduced by the fact that most antiforeign policy elements in the 
city are opposing the mayor. Wendell L. Willkie, past Republican 
presidential nominee, gave this as his reason for supporting La- 
Guardia in the face of the latter’s open attacks on him in the 
national campaign last year. 

Mr. Roosevelt has never in the past shown any hesitation about 
turning from regularly nominated Democratic candidates to sup- 
port independents whose views coincided with his New Deal philos- 
ophy. He did so in the case of Senator Norris, Republican Inde- 
pendent, of Nebraska, and on two separate occasions when Senator 
LaFollette, another Republican Independent, came up in Wisconsin. 
Each time there were regular Democratic candidates in the field. 

By the same token, it would not be at all surprtsing next year 
to see him come out for the re-election of those Republican mem- 
bers of congress who have stood by the foreign policy of the admin-

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There Is No Way To Sink a 


Wooden Ship That Has a 


Cargo of Lumber 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Have you ever heard of a stuff called vermiculite? Many 
manufacturers, great and small, are now experimenting with it, 
and its possibilities seem almost endless. 

It is ready for use as it is dug from the earth, and the supply 
is apparently unlimited. It is almost as light as cork, it is almost 
sound proof, and it is completely fireproof. 

A cube of it, held together with waterproof cement, is still 
lighter than so much pine wood and is virtually unsinkable. And 
this quality suggests a war-time use that has not yet occurred to 
manufacturers. 

Do you remember the cement ships of the other World War? 
They were much like ordinary reinforced concrete construction, 
yet they floated. And if a ship made of heavy cement will float, 
think what could be done with feather-light and unsinkable 
vermiculite, 

The Navy has just completed the first of the ugly cargo ships 
that are expected to win the war of the Atlantic. These ships, 
made of thin sheet steel, have no keel and look about as seaworthy 
as a canoe, yet tests have proved their ability to ride out the 
roughest seas. They are simply hollow shells to hold cargo, with 
thin partitions dividing them into several watertight compart- 
ments. 

In seas full of submarines, they will have many advantages 
over ordinary freighters. Powered by a battery of ordinary auto- 
mobile engines, they leave no betraying trail of smoke. With 
hulls only nine feet above water, they will not be easy to see ata 
distance through a periscope. And heavy tanks, which no ordi- 
nary ship’s crane can lift, can crawl on the low deck and dis- 
embark under their own power. 

These ships are ideal for the job they face. 
is that steel is heavy and easy to sink. 

If the hulls and partitions could be built of reinforced vermicu- 
lite, they could be poured instead of riveted and put together in a 
fraction of the time now required. They would be fireproof. And 
if the “walls” were thick enough, they would continue to float even 
though shot full of holes. 

Laymen’s ideas usually have weak spots, but some patriot who 
likes to experiment might get something useful out of this -one.

This O. Henry hero was strand- 
ed in Central America, where he 
lived on bananas and nothing else. 
He escaped from the railroad gang 
where he was held in a state of 
peonage and fought his way 
through the jungle—living on wild 
bananas. Reaching a port, he 
stowed away in the hold of a boat 
bearing—you’ve guessed it—ba- 
nanas.

FSA Will Aid 


Dixie Farmers 
Boost Output 


Agency Leaders Meet 
Here and Map Plans 


for Program. 


Plans for increasing the agricul- 
tural production of 100,000 small 
farms in Georgia, Alabama, Flor- 
ida and South Carolina from 40 
to 200 per cent to help meet na- 
tional defense needs were mapped 
here yesterday by staff members 
of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion from the four states. 

FSA directors and assistants 
yesterday discussed ways and 
means of hiking production on the 
farms being aided by FSA and to- 
day will continue the conference, 
devising methods of fitting the 
FSA program of aid into the whole 
scheme of increased production as 
called for by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wickard. 

“We are seeking to establish 
goals for each of the low-income 
families in our program that in- 
volve a 40 to 200 per cent in- 
crease over their present produc- 
tion of food and feed crops, ac- 
cording to the commodities,” R. 
L. Vansant, associate regional 
FSA director, of Montgomery, 
Ala., declared, 

Seek To Aid Families. 

“The first thought is to make 
sure that the small farmers with 
whom we work shall raise food 
for their own use and enough feed 
for an increased quantity of live- 
stock, to diminish the drain upon 
commercial production and mak- 
ing more of the latter available 
for shipment overseas. 

“We shall try to enlarge the 
farm plans of each of the fami- 
lies on our program to work to- 
ward the necessary goals,” he as- 
serted. “But this is not enough. 
We must try to help these fami- 
lies, most of them without means 
to acquire the facilities to in- 
crease food production, helping 
them with credit to buy stock, 
seeds and equipment; to help them 
in organization of purchasing and 
marketing co-operatives and to re- 
late the increased food produc- 
tion to nutrition by teaching bet- 
ter food habits, increased preser- 
vation of food and better home 
management generally.” 

Schedule of Increases. 
For instance, the increase asked 


100,000 farmers and their fami- 
lies receiving FSA aid, is 100 per 
cent—an increase of 60,000 acres 
to be planted in wheat. The FSA 
seeks an increase of 200,000 acres 
in oats and barley, and increase 
of 1,200,000 chickens, 40,000 cows, 
120,000 pigs and an increase of 


The latter is a cash crop which 
the FSA is anxious to promote. 
Similar increases in other vital 
crops are planned. Crops which 
the FSA is anxious to promote. 
At the conference, being held at 
the Piedmont hotel, the FSA men 
are planning the translation of 
this huge production increase to 
individual counties and individual 
farms. Way of helping the farm- 
ers get additional machinery, ad- 
ditional seed for planting, and ad- 
ditional land-use were being dis- 
cussed. The FSA will finance such 
expansion as part of its service in 
meeting the national defense need.

Editor, Constitution: A meetin 
of the Georgia Milk Board will 
be held in Atlanta on November 
11, 1941, to determine what action 
if any will be taken against At- 
lanta’s housewives, who have 
banded together to buy milk in 
wholesale quantities. Is this to 
be an open meeting? 

Under the general right of the 
XIV Amendment of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, no state 
shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the 
United States nor deny any person 
within jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the law. 

Therefore, the Atlanta house- 
wife or the housewife of any city 
in the United States has the right 
and privilege of setting up any 
kind of club for the betterment of 
health and welfare of the commu- 
nity in which they live so long as 
they do not try to overthrow the 
United States government, and if 
a dairyman wishes to sell to this 
club instead of to some dealer, he 
has every right in the world to do 
so.

Good Morning 


RAINFALL. 
Having witnessed the constant 


downpour of rain for several days 
last week while on a fishing trip 
at Homosassa, amounting to ap- 
proximately 12 inches, and arriv- 
}ing back in Atlanta to discover 
that we were as dry as ever, with 
a deficiency on October 24 of 14.86 
inches for the year, and only .21 
of an inch for the month of Oc- 
tober, I decided to call my friend, 
Mr. Mindling, local meteorologist, 
'to inquive if there was any rain 
in sight, and so forth. 

He gave mé some very interest- 
ing facts. We have had a stretch 
‘of four “dry” Octobers now, be- 
ginning with 1938, when the to- 
tal rainfall was .15 of an inch. 
In 1939 we had .52 of an inch, 
while in 1940 we had 1.18 inches. 
This October, as I stated above, 
through last Friday, shows only 
.21 of an inch. And this in face 
of the fact that from 1892 through 
1940, for northern Georgia, the 
average rainfall for October was 
3.08 inches. Only one other time 
in the history of the local weather 
bureau has there been such a 
dearth of rainfall in October. That 
was the four-year period of 1901- 
04. The record then, by years, 
was: .91, 2.32, 1.90 and .29. 

We have had 25.02 inches of 
rainfall in northern Georgia this 
year, up to October 24. The aver- 
age yearly rainfall for this sec- 
tion of the state is 49 inches. 
Which means, of course, that un- 
less we have very unusual rain- 
fall from now until the end of the 
year, 1941 will go into the record 
as one of the “driest” of our “dry” 
years.

The only consistent big teams 
left in the country seem to be the 
seven national: leaders at the top 
of the Williamson Ratings for this 
week, 

Big Texas, by virtue of its 
overwhelming scores in every 
game in a tough schedule, must 
stay at No. 1 over a great Min- 
nesota team at No. 2. 

Texas Aggies also have a fine 
record for top-heavy scores in its 
five games this season against 
tough opposition to rate No. 3 in 
the nation. A 48-to-0 whitewash- 
ing of Baylor last weekend held 
their rating of 98.0. 

Fordham whipped strong Texas 
Christian, 28 to 14, by a late drive. 
That’s the stuff. For that little 
chore the Fordham Rams rate No. 
4 at 96.3. 

Duke’s Blue Devils fell off a 
little but held close enough to 
consistence to down Pittsburgh, 27 
to 7, and rate at No. 5. 

Vanderbilt 46, Princeton 7 was 
one of the worst routs a southern 
team ever made over an Ivy 
Leaguer. But, in all fairness to 
Princeton, they had several regu- 
lars out due to injuries. Never- 
theless, Vandy sits in the No. 6 
slot at 95.9. 

Penn smothered Maryland, 55 
to 6, and earned a rating of 95.7 
for No. 7. 

Probably for the first time in 
history, no Parific Coast team is 
in the first 25. Even what was 
considered one of the best teams 
on the coast in years, Santa Clara, 
fell before Oklahoma, 16 to 6, in 
one of the biggest upsets of the 
week. However, Santa Clara still 
ranks as the best team on the 
coast, according to the William- 
son Ratings. If that screwball up- 
setting way out west continues, 
there’s going to be difficulty se- 
lecting a western representative 
for the Rose Bowl game, which 
hasn't lost two or three games.

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lated the wage-hour law by de- 
termining overtime on the basis 
of an agreed hourly wage which 


|was above the required minimum 


ay. 

Challenging this ruling, the 
Wage-Hour Administration as- 
serted that the proper method of 
fixing the hourly rate was by “av- 
eraging the weekly wage over the 
number of hours worked.” 

This would require an employer 
to pay a larger amount, when em- 
ployes were worked in excess of 
40 hours a week, than if a small- 
er hourly wage had been agreed 
upon in advance. The act requires 
payment of time and one-half for 
overtime. 

Defending its arrangement, the 
newspaper said the method advo- 
cated by the administration was 
designed to limit overtime work. 

Such a purpose, it was added, 
was “square in the face of the 
needs of national defense upon 
which our very existence as a free 
people depends.” 

Philip B. Fleming, the wage ad- 
ministrator, had contended that a 
final decision in favor of the 
newspaper would “largely de- 
stroy” the section of the legisla- 
ture providing for a 40-hour work 
week. 

Under such a decision, the ad- 


'ministrator asserted, most weekly 


salary arrangements could be 
converted into “arrangements for 
minimum or. low basic hourly 


rates requiring no additional com- 
| pensation 


for work weeks in 
which the statutory maximum 1S 
exceeded.”
